general topic at the Indianapolis con­ 
vention. 
"Each section of the country where 
the 
conservation congress 
has 
met 
heretofore has had one great conserv­ 
ation issue,” said Mr. Shipp. 
"Indiana 
has no great forests left, no large 
waterways, no public lands, but the 
Rtate is intensely interested in the 
greatest conservation question of all— 
the health and lives of the people of 
the country. 
“ Indiana is interested especially and 
vitally in preventing the pollution of 
her streams; 
in a purer domestic 
w’ater supply; in the proper disposi­ 
tion of her sewage; in the prevention 
of accidents in her factories, on her 
railroads and in her mines, and, in 
general, in better conditions of life 
and health. 
Therefore, the national 
conservation congress comes here, to 
the center of population and the heart 
of trade, to discuss these questions 
W e shall bring to this forum some of 
the leading authorities of the nation,
